S urvivors Tell G raphic Story of How 


People 
W ere 
Killed 
by 
Volcanic 


Rocks and O thers C aught In Boiling 


Lava. 


K agoshim a, Ja p an , Jan. 16.—Thirty 
th ree persons, m en and women, tor 
ror-strieken and nearly starving, were 
rescued from a cave n e a r the shore on 
th e island of S akura, devastated by 
the S ak u rash im a volcano. 
T h eir rescuers, a band of sailors 
from a Jap an ese w arship, had to dig 
th e ir way through hot ash es and w'arm 
lava six feet deep. 
So far as is known these are the 
only people caught on S ak u ra when 
the volcano burst into eruption who 
escaped death. T h ere w ere 15,000 in 
habitants. Five thousand of them et- 
raped to the m ainland during tile day 
of .Jan. 12, before S ak u rash im a burst 
into full eruption. A few hundred are 
sppposed to have escaped in sm all 
boats during the first hour of the dis­ 
aster, although m any of these boats 
w ere sw am ped. 
T he sailors had to dig and waded 
th e ir way to th e 
cav e’s 
entrance, 
w here those rescued had taken refuge, 
and carried the m en and women back 
to theboat. 
From these survivors cam e the first 
graphic stories of men, women and 
children overcom e in th eir attem pted 
flight. Many, they said, w ere struck 
down by volcanic rocks, and hundre is? 
w ere caught in ru shing strea m s of 
bolling lava and seen no m ore. They 
them sedves had tak en refuge in the 
cave until the rain of ashes and lava 
had ceased. They w ere then unable to 
v enture forth, being m arooned by bali 
cooled lava and ashes 
A refugee gives a graphic picture o! 
th e overw helm ing of villages by tin 
ea rth q u ak e an deruption. “T he earth 
quakes began on Sunday," he said, 
“and the people sp e n t a fearful night 
In th e gardens. In th e m orning flaming 
boulders descended and set fire to the 
bouffes. W om en and children fled and 
w ere followed by th e m en. 
Red hot 
ash es blinded and burned them . 
“T here were no boats on the shore, 
and m ost of th e refugees had to wait 
for the com ing of rescu ers; 
other:- 
with lam entations 
flung them selves 
Into th e sea, crying th a t they preferred 
to die in th e hom e of th e ir ancestors. 
O ne by one sw im m ers w ere drow ned 
o r killed. 
“ Pum ice stone and 
lava 
spurted 
from the c ra te rs; a scarlet vapor ob­ 
scured the heavens; th e roar of the 
volcanoes was like the sound of a 
thousand thunders. T h e whole island 
shook and oscillated like a swinging 
p ap e r lantern. P lan ts and trees w ith ­ 
ered and w hitened m ounds of. 
flies 
form ed before us.

"T he earth itself rearo^l Wjkf- a wild 
horse and knocked us drown; poison­

Flood From Broken Reservoir at Dob­ 


bin, VV., Va., C auses W idespread De­ 


struction. 


C um berland, Md., Jan. 16— R esidents 
of the Stony riv er valley, below Dob­ 
bin, W. Va., w ere se n t into terrorized 
flight an d m uch alarm w as caused in 
towns along th e n orth branch of th e 
Potom ac riv er by the b u rstin g of the 
great dam of the W est Virginia Pulp j 
and P ap e r com pany. 
No loss of life has been reported, 1 
the people ap p aren tly having received 
w arning in am ple tim e to flee to high 
lands, but th e d estru ctio n of property 
lias been heavy. 
T he great wail of w ate r let loose by 
the dam sw ept everything before it in 
the Stony river valley and poured into 
the Potom ac at Schell, W . Va. 
At 
H arrison, 
W. 
Va., 
forty-seven 
miles w est of C um berland, the w ate r 
rose to a height of thirty-five feet. The 
torrent tore dow’n th e W e stern M ary­ 
land railroad bridge w ashed out the 
railway track s 
and w recked 
m any j 
homes. T he loss to the railroad alone 
was estim a ted at m ore than $200,000. , 
W hen tile flood reached Blaine and 
H arrison it was sw eeping everything 
before it. P iedm ont and K eyser also 
supered severely. 
All w ires are down In the valley 
and the stric k en tow ns are cut off | 
from 
com m unication. 
T he 
county 
bridge at M ount Storm was also sw ept 
away. 
C um berland is m ore than sixty m iles 
from the source of th e flood, but all 
residents of the low lands have been ! 
advised to flee from th e ir hom es. T hey 
carried th e ir possessions to th e hills. 
C racks w ere discovered in the dam 
and the gates in the 
big 
concrete 
stru ctu re w ere opened to let out tho 
w ater and lessen the strain on th e 
w eakened dam, whose breast was lf>75 
feet long and which held back m ore 
than 
gallons of w ater. 
Later, th e cra ck s w ere reported as 
being ^fcLro serious and word cam e 
that flue dam was leaking badly, at 
both mids. Efforts to stop th e leaks 
and to lessen the stress on the stru c ­ 
ture through the sluice wavs w ere un- * 
availing and successive sections of the 
dam went out and the rep o rt cam e 
that tile en tire stru c tu re had crashed 
aud that a great wall of w ater was 
sw eeping in its path down th e val- ; 
ley. 
Tile first report of a serious break 
( am e from Piedm ont, W . Va., which is 
tw enty five m iles east of Schell, w h e re 
the Stony riv er em pties into th e Po­ 
tomac. This said th a t forty feet of | 
the dam had given way, letting loose a 
great flood'of w ater. This report also* 
said thai a twenty-foot wall of w afer 
was rushing down the valley and th a t 
the people o t Schell had fled in te rro r ; 
to the hills. 
L ater a n o th er large section of the 
dam gave way and the new s ( am e th a t j 
an o th er great wall of w ater, estim ated 
by som e as fifty feet high, was com- | 
lug down the Stony river valley to- j 
ward Schell, sw eeping everything be­ 
fore it. 
T he flood from the first break 
was tw enty feet high, according to 
rep o rts received at th e offices of the 
W estern M aryland railroad a t C um ­ 
berland. 
T he dam is 1075 feet wide at the 
breast, hacking the w ate r up for th ree 
ami a half m iles and holding th ree 
billion gallons of w ater. It is 90 feet 
high on the outside, 65 feet on the in 
side and built on a concrete founda­ 
tion 60 feet deep. 
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The city of K agoshim a, Japan, with

Saktira-Shim a volcano, which burst in 
to activity on Jan . ll. T oe t i m - > v I 
lages on th e island of S akuru w r 
blotted out by th e molten lava w h o 
poured from th e cra ter, and 15.n pi per 
sons are believed to have peri ho 
there. Many th o u san d s of persons un­ 
feared to he dead.

Ask Congress to P urchase Chesapeake 
A Delaware W ater Way. 
W ashington, Jan. 16.—Governor Mil­ 
ler. of D elaware; M ayor Preston, of 
Baltim ore; Mayor Donnelly, of T ren ­ 
ton, 
and 
R epresentative Moore, oi 
Pennsylvania, headed a delegation of 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, Delaware and 
New Jersey business m en who appear 
cd before the house rivers and harbors 
com m ittee to urge the purchase by the 
governm ent of the C hesapeake A Del 
aw are (anal, 
it is proposed to purchase the canal 
as a part of the intercoastal w aterw ay 
system , extending from Maine to Flor 
ilia. 
“T here is no se n tim en t about this," 
said Governor Miller. “ It is a purely 
business proposition. T he acquisition 
of this canal as a link in inter-coastal 
w aterw ays will he of benefit to m il­ 
lions of persons along the Atlantic 
teaboard. The purchase of the canal 
is absolutely essential to the inter 
coastal plans and I believe will mean 
cheaper fr» ight 
rates and 
cheaper 
prices 
on 
com m odities to the con 
sumer." 
O ther speakers 
argued along the 
sam e line, and Mayor Preston asked 
the com m ittee to acquire the canal at 
the earliest! possible date. The esti­ 
m ated cost is $2,500,000.

New York.—Of all tile Central Amer­ 
ica® states. Nicaragua ha* the great* 
est area. The country is almost exact* 
ly as large as New York state. 
The 
population 
of 
Nicaragua 
is 
about 600,000; that would give about 
twelve inhabitants 
to 
each 
square 
mile. There are few Europeans In Nlc* 
aragua. 
The great mass of its popula­ 
tion consists of Indians, negroes, mu­ 
l a t t o s and mixed races. 
The popula­ 
tion descends chiefly from the native 
Indians, from their Spanish conquer­ 
ors and from the 
slaves 
introduced 
during the colonial period. 
Interm ar­ 
riage with other South Americans, and 
also with Europeans, has further com­ 
pleated the race situation. 
Hence in 
Nicaragua we find half-castes with Eu­ 
ropean features and Indians with fair 
hair and blue eyes. 
Despite the fact that there is hardly 
any immigration the population is in­ 
creasing with great rapidity. 
Among 
the Europeans in Nicaragua the Span­ 
ish element is 
naturally 
the 
most 
prominent. 
The capital of Nicaragua is Mana­ 
gua, a city of some 85,000 people. 
It 
is situated on the Lake of 
Managua. 
The largest city in the republic, how­ 
ever, is Leon, with about 63,000 people. 
The chief ports are San Juan del Sur 
on the Pacific, and Blueflelds and Grey 
town—the latter known to the 
Nic 
p.raguans as San Juan del Norte—on 
the Gulf of Mexico. 
Nicaragua is a typically tropical 
country.
